panies. 

" Having first declined a nomination as a true Liberal, 


loyal to the Liberal platform, the proposed candidate has 
accepted a nomination from the Tory and money inter- 
ests as a basis for fusion. He now requires the Liberal 
Party of Edmonton to swallow its pride and its principles, 
and formally endorse him for the use of the money inter- 
ests who fear true Liberalism. 


That the gentleman of easy principles who now in- 
vites the Edmonton Liberals to follow suit happens to be 
the 90-day-old leader of the Liberal Party of Alberta does 
not ease matters. It makes it a thousand-fold worse. 
Leadership is only valuable when it leads in the right 
direction; leadership in the wrong direction is folly—or 


worse. 
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FFER of power and wealth to those who will do its bid- 

ding is an old device of the powers of this world. One 
need not go to Holy Writ for illustration. It is illustrated 
in our own day and in the political arena. 


Less than five years ago, similar temptation—but in 
more definite terms—was placed before the leader of the 
Liberal Party in the sister province of British Columbia. 
Premier Doctor Simon F. Tolmie, former federal organizer 
for the Tory Party, was at the end of his tether. Five 
years of Conservative rule had brought the province noth- 
ing but mounting deficits and reduced pay-rolls. 


Only a handful of Liberals was in the House, but in 
his extremity Premier Tolmie and his press raised the cry 
of “Union Government.” A definite offer was made by 
Premier Tolmie to Mr. T. D. Pattullo, leader of the Lib- 
eral opposition, to enter Union Government. Hon. Dr. 
Tolmie not only offered the Premiership of a Union Gov- 
ernment to Mr. Pattullo, but consented to dtwide the Cab- 
inet seats equally between the Liberals and Conservatives. 


All the avenues of Tory propaganda and social in- 
fluence were used to make Mr. Pattullo accept the bribe. 
The “Vancouver Daily Province,” under the same Eastern 

** ownership as the “Edmonton Journal” and “Calgary 
Herald,” daily appeared with urgings and pleadings for 
Union Government. It offered Mr. Pattullo its support if 
he would accept the lure. 


The answer of Mr. Pattullo was clear and unequivocal. 
He said, “The Liberal Party has a program of reforms, 
designed to remedy the ills of the Province. To enter 
Union Government would be to defer and weaken that 
program. I do not desire to attain office for myself and 
my colleagues, merely for the sake of office. I prefer to 
remain in Opposition until] the time comes that we are 
given free opportunity to prove what Liberalism can do.” 


z A few months later the Tolmie Government met with 
crushing defeat at the polls. Without betrayal of principle, 
Hon. T. D. Pattullo assumed office and in four years has 
restored British Columbia to its present prosperous 
condition.

The oldest of the youths was 23.

BANK POLICIES 

The Federal Reserve Bank of the Uniied 
States having reduced its rediscount rate to one 
per cent, it is announced that the Bank of Canada 
will maintain its rediscount rate at 2% per cent. 

The, explanation given for not following 
Washington's lead is that Canadian commercial 
banks already have all the money they require 
and do not need to go to the Bank of Canada for 
more. The inference being that they would not 
ask for larger supplies if the rate were lowered; 
hence it may as well stay where it has been. 

No explanation is offered as to why the 
United States commercial banks want new funds. 
None is needed. The thing is self-explanatory. 
They have loaned all the money they had, and 
want more to loan. While some of the bankers 
curse Roosevelt and his New Deal, they are pur- 
suing a liberal loaning policy, partly the cause 
and partly the result of the amazing expansion 
of business in that country during the last three 
years. 

Canadian banks, pursuing a modified but still 
restricted loaning policy, are not using the money 
they have to the point where more is prospec- 
tively required. 

Quite evidently the Federal Reserve Bank 
wants the commercial banks to continue the 
active policy of making loans to business. Other- 
wise it would have raised the rediscount rate, not 
lowered it. Cheap money in larger quantities is 
obviously the objective, and will be the result. 

Failure of the Bank of Canada to cut the re- 
discount rate to Canadian banks gives no evi- 
dence of a desire to induce these to loosen up 
money by adopting a more active loaning policy. 
The commercial banks, it is to be gathered, are 
being left to take their own course in the matter. 

The contrast between the business outlook in 
countries—as affected by the supply of 
working capital—is evident. In the United States 
there is a definite assurance of cheap money for 
commercial loans in ample supply. In Canada 
there is not.

BECOMES FUSION CANDIDATE 

E. L. Gray of Brooks, provincial Liberal 
leader, announced today that he would accept 
nomination in the provincial election as fusion 
candidate. 

Mr. Gray wired his acceptance to S. W. Field, 
K.C., at Edmonton, shortly before noon today, 
after discussing the matter with his Board of 
Directors. He is manager of the Eastern Irriga- 
tion District at Brooks. 

The Liberal leader was in Calgary over the 
week-end and during that time he interviewed 
a number of the members of the executive of the 
Alberta Liberal Association. The general feel- 
ing among the members was that Mr. Gray 
should accept the nomination. 

It is expected that Mr. Gray will visit Ed- 
monton shortly. 

Gray's Statement 


Mr. Gray's statement to The Herald today 
was as follows: 

“I have decided to allow my name to go be- 
fore the convention in Edmonton only after very 
full consideration. 

“The by-election refers to an urban con- 
stituency and my interest is primarily rural in 
outlook. I believe sincerely that the future 
progress and happiness in Alberta depends upon 
the solution of a number of urgent farm prob- 
lems, particularly those of debt and of drouth 
area rehabilitation. Even if elected in Edmon- 
ton, these must remain my first concern.”— 
Calgary Herald. 


= L. GRAY NEEDS A POLICY; NOT A 
BRAIN TRUST 

Some three months ago Mr. E. L. Gray ac- 
cepted the leadership of the Liberal Party in 
Alberta. In doing so he told the convention that 
he would in the near future invite prominent 
Conservatives, prominent United Farmers of 
Alberta, and prominent members of other 
political organizations to discuss with him pos- 
sible ways and means of bringing unity among 
all people in the province desiring the establish- 
ment of sound business government at Edmon- 
ton. A little over a week ago Mr. Gray an- 
nounced his intention of urging Liberal officers 
in each constituency to form with representa- 
tives of other political groups a small co-ordinat- 
ing council, and in consultation with such coun- 
cil to endeavor to decide upon a plan of unity 
Suitable to local conditions. At the same time 
he announced the appointment by himself, with- 
out consultation with the Liberal executive or 
any political organization, of a provincial council 
of four members to form the nucleus of a larger 
council from other parties to advise on any 
problems arising out of his unity plan. 

The Tribune feels that Mr. Gray should, in 
his own interests and in the interests of his party 
and of the people of Alberta, clarify his proposi- 
tions. On the face of his statements he would 
appear to be advancing towards an unsound and 
untenable position and one dir ly contrary to 
the principles and experiences of the party of 
which he has been chosen provincial leader 

He appoints a brain trust without consulta- 
tion with the Liberal executive. How can this 
be reconciled with the often-repeated declara- 
tion of the Liberal principle by Mackenzie King 
that the collective wisdom of a party is always 
superior to the wisdom of any leader and that 
therefore the Liberal leader should always be 
governed by the party in the matter of policy 

It has been said that politics makes strange 
bed fellows. There would indeed be some 
strange bed fellows if Liberals, Conservatives 
and U.F.A. lie down together in Alberta. Even 
if this marriage of convenience could be ar- 
ranged, how long after the election would har- 
mony remain in such a fusion? Canadian poli- 
tical history is not very encouraging to the idea 
nor very encouraging to any further experi- 
ments by the Liberal Party in that direction. 
The Liberal Party should remember its experi- 
ences before and following Confederation and 
in 1917 and the attempt to form a national gov- 
ernment just before the last federal election. 
What the Liberal historian has to say about the 
after-results of such a fusion in Canada some 
years ago is illuminating: . 

“To their opponents vict« proved 
most es disintegrating as defeat.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

| Did you ever hear of the “Repub- 
lican Bank of Canada?” It was 
organized at Cleveland, Ohio, on 


September 16, 1838, by refugees 
| from Upper Canada and was to 
have a capital of $7,500,000 divided 
into 150,000 shares of $50.00 each. 
It was to be afterwards increased 
when the “freedom of Canada” had 
been accomplished, by force of 
arms. Its prospectus declared that 
gold and silver should be the only 
legal money of any country, but 
when necessity called, paper money 
could be issued. The promoters act- 
ually printed bank notes, bearing 
the “heads of the late rartyrs to 
the cause of liberty in Canada”, 
with the head of Matthews at the 
left of the bill, that of Lount in the 
} centre, with an inscription “The 

murdered” and the head of 

“Colonel” Morgan, the head of the 

Hunter's Lodges at the right of the 

note, On the edges and back of the 

notes were “Death or Victory” and 

“Liberty”, “Equality” “Fraternity”. 

No definite statement is on record 

as to how much money was sub- 

scribed. Papers found on raiders at 

Windsor in December following 
claimed that the greater part of the 

stock had been subscribed, but a 
| member of the board of the “Bank” 

said later that as a fact less than 
$300 was paid in which is not to be 
wondered at when the promoters 
announced that subscribers need 
not expect to receive back their 
money with interest, “until the cause 
triumphs”.

In the event of the city calling 
for an actual 
supply of power, however, the rate, 
automatically is increased from 
$2,000 to $3,750 a month, or $45,000 
a year. 

In the event of the Calgary 
Power Company calling upon 
Edmonton for power and the city 
being “willing and able to sup- 
ply such power,” the company is 
required to pay the city $24,000 
for the first occasion on which 
power is supplied and $21,000 for 
the second occasion. 

In referring the question of | 
penalties to City Solicitor Thomas 
Garside, the committee instructed 
him to confer with Fraser Duncan, 
company counsel, with a view to 
having a system of graduated pen- | 
alties inserted in the agreement. 
This would provide a range in pen- 
alties according to the length of 
the period in which the company 
might possibly be unable to give 
the city a supply of power. 


Mr. Duncan informed the com- 
mittee he would have to consider 
this point with R. Bruce Baxter, 
Company, and Manager G. H. 
Thompson. 

Aldermen favored a 10-minute 
period of grace for the company 
before penalties were imposed.

@uns almost to the battlefield, a 
group of Omaha, Neb., physicians 
said today, to prevent death from 
gas gangrene. 

Speaking before the International 
Congress of Radiology, which in- 
cludes experts of 30 nations, they 
declared progress of this disease, 
which has taken heavily of life in 
every previous war, can be stopped 
quickly and effectively with X-ray 
radiation. 


MAJOR PROBLEM 

Previously it was one of the 
major problems of army surgeons 
of all nations since it was frequent- 
ly a complication of wounds other- 
wise not serious. Progressive am- 
putation of arms and legs was the 
only way of stopping it 

Dr. James F. Kelly, Dr. B. Carr 
Russum, Dr. D. Arnold Powell and 
Dr. F. E. Colien of Creighton Uni- 
versity reported they had assemb!- 
ed from physicians throughc the 
United States reports on 123 cases 
of gas gangrene treated with X-rays 
in peace time. Of these only 10 


died—four of whom had the disease 
in the trunk of the body and the 
others were insufficiently treated 
or not treated in time 


FOES OF AMPUTATION 


These reports heve made them 
“absolutely opposed” to amputation 
in treating the disease, they declar- 


jed, and “In fact if there is no am- 


| putation and X-ray treatment is 
given there is better chance to re- 
cover than if there is an ampute- 
tion.” 


“With the development of 
simpler and light X-ray units 
which might be carried inte even 
ficld hospitals, surgeons working 
immediately behind the lines can 
save many lives, thus reversing 
the efforts of men on the firing 
line a few miles ahead.” 


E. C. Charlton and F. S. Cooper, 
research scientists of the General 
Electric research laboratories added 
inangther report that X-ray units of 
compact size capable of producing 
high voltage i1ays are now being de- 
veloped. Such units can ce set up 
in small buildings, such as a field 
hospital, for such emergency treat-
